But if 
the English stuck to the custom longer 
than other European nations, they 
owed it to them originally, for an old 
historian says: The pleasant prac- 
tice of kissing was utterly unpracticed 
and unknown in England till the fair 
princess Rouix wena), the daugh- 
ter of Kin engist of Friesland, 
pressed the beaker with her lipkens, 
and saluted the amorus Vortigern 
with a husjin” (a little kiss).
